COURT OF REVISION 

Light Standard Projects, Lane Lighting 
on the Initiative, Lane Lighting by 
Petition - Schedule #445 



The Court noted Schedule #445 as submitted by the Collector 
of Taxes listing 77 local improvement projects on the initiative 
at various locations and 3 local improvement projects by 
petition at various locations. Item #9 was deleted from the 
Schedule and Item #15 had been defeated. 

The Court was advised that with respect to Item #40 , that 
the report of the Collector of Taxes should be amended to show 
3 out of 6 owners objecting not 4 out of 6 .

Mrs. Johnson 41 Spoke against the project 

proceeding. She stated 
that since the Arthur 
Laing Bridge has opened, 
a number of motorists use 
this lane as a freeway to 
the Bridge and she 
contended that if the 
lighting were improved, 
the use of the lane by 
these motorists would 
increase. 

Mr. Jung Yim Pang 54 Upon having been advised 

that his levy would be 
$3.25 per year for ten 
years, Mr. Pang withdrew 
his objection to the 
project.

November 9, 19 77, in which the City Engineer reported as follows:

"Project on the 'Initiative Principle* and by 'Petition* have been advanced 
under the provisions of the Local Improvement Procedure By-law and will come 
before a Court of Revision of November 24, 1977.

445 15 Light Standard Project 

DELETED PROJECT 

Schedule 9 - Light Standard Project on Kinross Street from 229 feet north of 
Kent Avenue to Kent Avenue. 

This item should be deleted because the proposed redevelopment of S.E. Marine 
Drive involves street development at the northerly end of this project. The 
scope of the project is, therefore, uncertain at this time.

CAPITAL FUNDS 

The City's share of the recommended projects is available in the 1977 Street 
Lighting Capital Budget. 

RECOMMENDATION 

I RECOMMEND, subject to the proceedings of the Court of Revision and subsequent 
approval by Council, that the 'Initiative' and 'Petition' Projects in Court of 
Revision 445, except the defeated Schedule 15, and the deleted Schedule 9, be 
undertaken." 

The City Manager RECOMMENDS that the above recommendation of the Deputy City 
Engineer be approved.
